4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

The rabbit eye is inoculated with Herpes simplex, type 1 , (herpetic eye disease). This animal model studies the processes 
regulating the latency and recrudescence of ocular herpes infections. Human patients with ocular herpes infections rarely 
report pain, but rather some patients report discomfort. It is thought that this infection is generally pain free because the 
viral infection damages nerve endings of the cornea resulting in loss of sensation. Some rabbits in this study transiently 
develop clinical signs of disease (mild conjunctivitis, iritis and keratitis, etc.) without associated pain and/or distress as 
assessed by veterinary personnel. However, a small minority of infected rabbits (< 5%) show signs of irritation and may 
scratch at the skin around the orbit. In addition, <5 % of infected rabbits may progress on to further complications such as 
encephalitis and seizures. Such rabbits are euthanized immediately. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results.

Topical drugs in the eye would interfere with the experimental infection and adversely affect the study results. Such 
treatment may actually enhance the infection rather than ameliorate it. In particular, the ability to accurately measure the 
amount of virus (the major experimental outcome) in the eye at different time points after infection would be compromised 
by standard medical therapies. Alternatives searches using USDA approved databases were performed that validated the 
rabbit model and failed to Identify alternative methodology or practices that would allow therapeutic intervention.
